Former Circuit Judge Franklin 
Miller took active charge of the 
office of Circuit Attorney today, 
having moved in with his nine as- 
gistants yesterday following brief 
induction ceremonies in Circuit 
Judge Hall’s court. 

He arrived at 9:30 a. m., to find 
numerous floral offerings in his 
private office and several well- 
wishers waiting to shake his hand. 
After reading his morning mail, he 
held a conference with his staff of 
assistants and then discussed with 
reporters his plans for disseminat- 
ing news in regular daily confer- 
ences. There was little business 
pending in the courts, all but one 
of the criminal divistons being idle 
this week. 

Yesterday morning, Miller took 
his oath before Herman Bader, 
Circuit Clerk for Criminal Causes, 
and was taken to Judge Hall's 
court to be formally presented by 
Howard Sidener, retiring Circuit 
Attorney, to Judges Hall, Hart- 
mann and Rutledge, who preside 
in the criminal divisions. 

“Kight years ago, on just such 
@ snowy, wintry day, I succeeded 
Lawrence McDaniel as Circuit At- 
torney,” Sidener related... “I am 
glad to say that the campaign with 
McDaniel and the recent campaign 
with Judge Miller were conducted 
so that today there are no scars 
or wounds to mar this occasion. 

“The office of Circuit Attorney 
is one of the most difficult in the 
city to fill. The Circuit Attorney 
is always in the limelight, always 
subject to criticism, and no matter 
how a question is decided there are 
always those who disapprove. 
There is no office that I know of 
where so Many enemies are made. 

“I have known Judge Miller for 
a long time and I know he will 
bring to the office of Circuit Attor- 
ney the same ability that he dis- 
played as a Circuit Judge.” 

Miller responded to Sidener’s re- 
marks and asked the Judges “to 
be patient with us, until we be- 
come accustomed to the duties of 
the office.”’ 

Miller then introduced his assist- 
ants andtexplained the duties he 
had assigned to each man. T|or- 
rest Ferris Sr. is first assistant; 
John L. Sullivan, prosecutor in 
Judge Hall’s court; William B. 
Fiynn, prosecutor in Judge Rut- 
lege’s court; Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr., prosecutor in Judge 
Hartmann’s court; Joseph A. Len- 
non, in charge of the grand jury;

Former Circuit Attorney McDan- 
Jel congratulated Miller on his ap- 
pointments and William Baer, for 
the St. Louis Bar Association, 
which had supported Miller, wel- 
comed him to office. In the elec- 
tion Miller, a Democrat, defeated 
Sidener, the Republican nominee, 
by nearly 60,000 votes.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Influ- 
enza is thought to be decreasing in 
most of the states west of the Mis- 
sissippi River and increasing east 
of the Mississippi. 


A warning against optimism was 


seen, however, in reiteration by the 
Public Health Service of the pos- 
sibility of a second and more se- 
vere wave of the disease later in 
the winter. It was recalled that 
in 1918 there was at first a wide- 
spread outbreak, most of the cases 
being mild, but then it came again, 
and this time the malady was viru- 
lent in its nature. 

Reports from 24 states and New 
York City for the week ending Dec. 
29 showed 99,000 new cases, as 
compared with 168,000 cases in the 
same states and New York City 
for the previous wee’. 

“This, however,” officials of the 
Public Health Service said, ‘“‘would 
only substantiate the belief that a 
second and more severe wave may 
follow this one later in the winter.” 

Despite the apparent decrease in 
the country as a whole, plans are 
being made for a national confer- 
ence on influenza to be held here 
this month. Health Service offi- 
cials said that figures in states not 
yet reported might bring the total 
for the week of Dec. 29 up to that 
of the previous week. It also was 
pointed out that the holidays 
might have interfered with report- 
ing. 

Practically all the states report- 
ing decreases were west of the Mis- 
sissippil. -« Iowa dropped from an 
estimate of 85,000 to 27,000; Mon- 
tana from 4031 to 623: Kansas 
from 17,617 to 11,953; Wisconsin 
from 14,724 to 4698. 

States that showed increases for 
the week were: Michigan from 
5777 to 10,690; West Virginia from 
2640 to 4683; Alabama, 1518 to 
6261; Louisiana, 121 to 2343, and 
New Jersey, 219 to 684. 

Reports from other states includ- 
ed: Arkansas, 2830; Oregon, 2007: 
Idaho, 34; Connecticut, 297; Flor- 
ida, 641; Georgia, 6123; Massachu- 
sets, 221; Washington, 590: North 
Dakota, 1644: Vermont, 292; Utah.

State Board of Health reports 11,- 
953 new cases of influenza and 30 
deaths attributed to the disease in 
Kansas for the week ended Dec. 
29. 

For four weeks ended Dec. 29, 
112,009 cases were reported. The 
peak was reached when 68,884 
cases were reported for the week 
ended Dec. 15. For the week end- 
ed Dec, 22, 17,617 cases were re- 
ported. 

Dr. Earle G. Brown, secretary 
of the Board of Health, announced 
that incomplete reports showed 8% 
deaths due to influenza in the 
State during the four-week period.

MOTHER CONFESSES MURDERS 
OF WHICH SON IS ACCUSED 


Mrs. Northcott in Prison Wires on 
Behalf of Youth Charged With 
Killing Three Boys,

RIVERSIDE, Cai., Jan. 2.—Su- 
perior Judge O. K. Morton today 
disqualified himself to sit in the 
trial of Gordon Stewart Northcott 
for the murder of three youths al- 
leged to have been mistreated and 
slain by Northeott on his chicken 
ranch near here. Judge George K. 
Freeman Was assigned by agree- 
ment of. both prosecution and de- 
fense. 

Northcott is charged with the 
killing of Lewis and Nelson Wins- 
low, brothers, and an unidentified 
Mexican boy. 

His mother, Mrs. Sarah Louisa 
Northcott, today sent a telegram 
from San Quentin prison to her 
son's attorneys, saying: “I confess 
all the crimes with which my son 
is charged.”’ : 

Mrs. Northcott entered the prison 
yestrday under a life sentence after 
pleading guilty to a charge of the 
murder of Walter Collins, one of 
four boys killed at the chicken 
ranch.

The Cabinet Minister who is 
closest to affairs at Buckinham 
Palace by virtue of his position, 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, home 
secretary, feels 60 reassured, he 
says, about the King’s condition 
that he left today for a brief holi- 
day in the south of France. 

“ft had a consultation with the 
doctors before 1 thought it safe 
to go,” said Sir William, who as 
Home Secretary has been in fre- 
quent attendance at Buckingham 
Palace during the King’s illness. 

“I feel the worst of,the illness 
js over and there is every reason 
to hope that a slow but gradual 
improvement will take place.” 

The Home Secretary is going to 
spend his holiday near Mentone. 
He expects to be gone about a 
fortnight. “I shall keep in very 
close touch with the Home Office 
while I am away.” he said. 

Last night's bulletin said: 

The King had a restful day, 
and there is a slight improve- 
ment in his general  conuition. 
The administration of calcium, 
based on chemical examination 
of the blood, is producing bene- 
ficial results. 

Spends Quiet Night. 

It was authoritatively stated this 
‘morning that King George had 
passed a fairly quiet night. His 
condition this morning remained 
much about the same. | 

Announcement that calcium 
treatment was being administered 
to King George with beneficial re- 
sults, caused general hope today 
of a steady betterment in his con- 
dition. 

The promptness of the patient’s 
reaction to the calcium treatment 
was regarded as a good sign. While 
the method of administration was 
not made known, it was assumed 
that it was by injection into a 
vein. It was thought that, if cal- 
cium were being taken in nourish- 
ment through the mouth, its ab- 
sorption would be too slow and 
uncertain. 

One medical authority said the 
calcium would probably be used 
as a tonic for the blood and cir- 
culatory system. It would assist 
the work of the heart and relieve 
it of the heavy strain of a pro- 
longed illness.

Yesterday afternoon sports were 
held and even when the after din- 
ner sunshine was broken by long 
shadows from the mountains, a 
closely contested football game was 
in progress. 

Yet for some of us the holiday 
held a tinge of sadness. Six years 
ago “the boss,” as Sir Ernest 
Shackleton was invariably called 
by associates, left us while the 
“Quest” was at anchor at South 
Georgia. Not far from here at the 
very gate of the Antarctic where 
he had suffered heroically to suc- 
cor and rescue his crew, he gave 
up his Hife. Like many others, I 
am proud to have served under 
him and trust that some day I may 
discover a worthy feature with 
which I may still further commem: 
orate his name and memory. 

None suffered or labored more 
valiantly against greater odds in 
this vast white south than did 
Shackleton and Scott, and we who 
carry on their work in comparative 
ease and comfort realize that we 
cannot share the pedestal of fame 
with them. But there is still much 
to be done in the South. 

Whether we can continue with 
the work immediately depends on 
the whims of the weather.

PREST CRITISES 
NEW YEAR'S REVELS 


Tells College Church Congregae 
tion of His Observations on 
Effects of Drink. 


Declaring that New Year eele« 
brations of late years have become 
“pagan or semi-pagan,” the Rev. 
Thomas Motherway, 8. J.. in a 
sermon at the 11 o'clock mass yes- 
terday at St. Francis Xavier (Col- 
lege) Church, sharply criticised the 
extremes to which such revelry 
frequently gos. 

“Undoubtedly a great deal of the 
merrymaking and celebrating is 
innocent enough,” he said, “but it 
is also true that a lot of it devel- 
ops into vulgarity_and in a num- 
ber of occasions, lust. 

“This is especially dangerous to 
the young people, who do a major 
part of the celebrating, and I >efer 
particularly to young women, 
among whom the drink habit is 
growing. Psychologists tell us that 
the effect of alcohol on the nerv- 
ous system is depressive rather 
than stimulative, that is, enough of 
it quickly does away with the or- 
dinary inhibitions. In other. words, 
it causes a young woman to drop 
her guard and robs her of the or- 
dinary guards of her virtue.” 

As evidence of the conditions to 
which he referred, the speaker 
mentioned that when he entered 
the sacristy of the church at the 
5 o'clock mass yesterday morning, 
the odor of alcohol from the con- 
gregation was almost enough to 
“knock him down.” 

“Most of the people there had 
been out celebrating,” he said. “No 
doubt much of it was innocent, as 
I have said, but again, some of it 
was not. A great many couples 
there had obviously imbibed very 
freely of alcohol, including the 
girls.” 

The reference to New Year cele- 
brations was incidental in @ ser- 
mon on “Spiritual Inventory.” 
Special emphasis was put upon the 
drink habit. The sermon was 
broadcast over radio station WEW.

BERLIN, Jan. 2.—The signifi- 
cance of S. Parker Gilbert's 
report as agent-general for repara- 
tions is emphasized in official quar. 
ters and the press, since it is the 
last one to be issued before nego- 
tiations for a revision of the Dawes 
plan begin. 

It is felt that the report will ex- 
ercise a considerable influence 
upon the experts who will be called 
upon to establish Germany’s final 
indebtedness., 

Newspapers assert that Gilbert 
is seeing Germany through §rose- 
colored glasses and that the re- 
port presents an unjustifiably fa- 
vorable picture of German  eéco- 
nomic life. When it is said “the 
Dawes plan is functioning” it sim- 
ply means, commentators say, that 
Germany has been * borrowing 
money to pay the creditors. 

On the other hand, a section 0 
the press readily acknowledges the 
justice of Gilbert’s strictures re- 
guarding expenditures by states | 
and communes over which the 
Reich exercises an insufficient 
control. 

Official quarters, while 
tribute to the objectivity of Gil-| 
bert’s report, complain that the | 
Agent-General seems to have made 
inadequate allowance for Ger- 
many’s difficulties in obtaining 
fresh capital with which it must 
produce means to meet the claims 
of war creditors. 

They also charge that the report 
disregards peculiar physical fea- 
tures present in the Reich which, 
with diminished territory, must 
support a more concentrated popu- 
lation which consequently is suffer- 
ing from unemployment. 

The fact that German savings 
bank deposits aggregate 6,500,- 
000,000 marks ($1,625,000,000) is 
said to lose much of its significance 
as an indication of prosperity when 
considered in connection with the 
fact that the pre-war total was 
£0,000,000,000 marks ($4,000,000,- 
000). By making allowance for 
present money values it is com- 
puted that German savings are 
only one-fifth the total of the early 
summer of 1914. 

Official quarters also emphasize 
the trade balance situation. They 
say *the November figures, which 
were not available when Gilbert 
drew his report, again show an 
excess of imports. They add that 
former enemy countries in general 
are evincing no excessive eager- 
ness to make export of German 
goods easier and thus to permit 
this country to earn money with 
which to pay reparations.

With its final report to Gov. Baker, which has just 
been published with illustrations of all the work done, 
the Missouri Capitol Decoration Commission ends its 
labors and passes out of existence. It has been in the 
field for eleven and one-half years, and it leaves Mis- 
sourl probably the best decorated public building in 
the United States. 


It was said of the commission which built the Cap- 
'itol at Jefferson City that not even the suspicion of 
‘graft attached to it, and the Decoration Commission 

has perpetuated that fine tradition. It has spent 

$1,009,003.10, of which only $18,203.82 went for its 
‘own expenses. The members served without pay. 
Prof. John Pickard of the University of Missouri has 
/been.throughout the life of the commission its presi- 
‘dent, and Mr. Arthur A. Kocian of St. Louis has 
also been secretary of the commission from the 
beginning. The other members were Mrs. William 
R. Painter of Carrollton, Mr. W. K. Bixby of St. 
| Louis, and Mr. J. F. Downing of Kansas City. 


After viewing all the decorated public buildings of 
‘any consequence in the country, the commission 
|adopted the ambitious program which has made the 
Missouri Capitol something of a shrine for art. It 
had an initial advantage in a beautiful example of 
Palladian architecture. All the art lavished 
the structure and the grounds about it has a single 
theme—Missouri. The greatest of all living decora- 
tors, Mr. Frank Brangwyn of England, painted all 
the murals in the dome. Altogether a host of artists 
and artisans, painters, sculptors, workers in glass 
mosaics, makers of tapestries, wrought iron workers 
and bronze workers, joined in the decoration of the 
building. 
artists of this country and Europe. The commis- 
sion set for itself the high standard of having all the 
principal decorations done by the biggest artists 
available, wherever they were. That courageous and 
far-sighted policy made the Capitol of a mid-western 
State something that had been worthy of Florence 
under the Medicis.

To ‘have seen 
the presidential features wiggle and heard 
the tones of the presidential voice enunciat- 
ing the actual words, which never get 
verbatim into print, is something else again.

As an old-time newspaper man from the 
sticks—and the. remoter cities, who had al- 
ways taken my Washington news as I found 
it, there was and is a big thrill in being in 
Washington among the men whose by-lines 
have impressed me ever since I began read- 
ing with whatever degree of intelligence l 
own. It is all exciting—to sit at the big 
round table at the fat-chewing session of the 
Press Chub wranglers at lunchtime is 4 
foretaste of heaven to this one appleknock- 
er. But the delight of my existence is to 
join the throng at the White House for the 
interviews with the President. The first 
one was a knockout to me, and the subse- 
‘quent ones haven't destroyed my zest in 
them. 

I hope none of ‘€m ever will! 
keep hold of that one illusion, 
know. it is an illusion, for it is so closely 
interwoven with my patriotism that l 
wouldn’t give it up for all the disagreeable 
realities in the world. While Calvin Cool- 
idge himself may be intrinsically just 4 
common mortal, the thing we did to him 
when we put him into that place lifted him 
above a lot of common things. And when 
he took that most solemn of oaths and en- 
tered the greatest of all offices, something 
was put into him that set him apart—not 
in his own estimation, but in ours aé& 
Americans. 

It is fun to atteRd the President's press 
conference when Calvin Coolidge happens 
to be facetious. Few men have a truer 
sense of humor or overwork it less. He 
gives it rein so rarely that the effect of 
any funny thing he says is always height- 
ened—his humor seems ever pricelets and 
delicious. 

There is not a newspapér man in Wash- 
ington who does not chuckle at the memory 
of what the President once gaid to Floyd 
Rush when the latter, now assistant mana- 
ger of the Washington Hotel at Washing- 
ton, was a dining-car steward on the Balti- 
more & Ohio. 

The President and Mrs. Coolidge, en 
route to Chicago, were in the diner break- 
fasting with Mr. Frank Stearns, the presi- 
dential man Friday, and Mrs. Stearns. 
Ernie Baugh, dining-car superintendent, 
and George , inspector of service, 
were also in the car, to see that nothing

For a year there had been rumors of 
an epidemic of influenza in Asia and 
Europe.

Secruits were down with the “flu”, 
and the ship's sick bay was full to over- 
flowing.

Meanwhile, however, influenza had 
spread to the citizens, Deaths occurred 
to an alarming degree. Every prepara- 
tton known to medical science was 
used to fight the “‘flu’’, but still cM® 
“flu” gained. The public became panic- 
stricken. By Saturday of the first week 
the hospital at Corey Hill was full 
and the epidemic was spreading at a 
rapid and fatal rate.

Ac this point let us go back some 
years so that you may understand more
